Misunderstanding 
Leads to Delays 
in Hess Case 


It’s Beginning to Look A 
Lot Like Christmas

The hearing regarding evidence 
in the Heidi Hess case scheduled for 
Friday, Dec. 5, was canceled ac- 
cording to the Douglas County 
Attorney’s office. The hearing has 
been rescheduled for Jan. 15, 1998. 

John Dimari, Judge Lawrence 
Corrigan’s bailiff, is believed to 
have caused the misunderstanding 
about the date. A law clerk in the 
County Attorney’s office, who 
wishes to remain anonymous, said 
Bailiff Dimart had written down the 
Dec. 5 as a court date. But, the law 
clerk said neither of the attorneys 

“in the case were aware of the Dec. 
5 hearing. 

The Jan. 15 hearing will be a Fry 
hearing. This hearing is named af- 
ter the 1923 case, Fry V. United 
States. 

The Fry hearing will be held to 
determine the admissibility of medi- 
cal evidence. In the Hess case, the 
medical evidence in question is the 
deoxyribonucleic acid (DNA) 
samples gathered from outside Arts 


Comedian Vinson Horace 
Champ is the alleged rapist in the 
Hess case. The Fry hearing held in 
mid-January will be held 10 months 
after the rape occurred. 

The state of Nebraska must ad- 
minister and prove six guidelines at 
the upcoming hearing to use the 
medical evidence later on in the 
case. 

The first of these is that the state 
must provide the testimony of medi- 
cal experts at the trial, These experts 
must be within the field of medical 
DNA. 

The second of these guidelines 
is that the testing used to obtain the 
DNA samples must be generally 
accepted in the scientific commu- 
nity. This means that the method 
used must have been used in previ- 
ous cases and scenarios. 

The reliability of the procedure 
used ts the third item required to be 
proved by the state of Nebraska.

Classes on MLK 
Day 


The University of Nebraska Calender committee has 
agreed on a proposal to not hold classes at the University of 
Nebraska at Lincoln on Martin Luther King, Jr. day, the third 
Monday in January. 

University of Nebraska Associate Executive Vice Presi- 
dent and Provost Donald J. Burns met with the University of 
Nebraska Calendar Committee on Nov. 17, 1997. Burns chairs 
the committee, which consists of one faculty and administra- 
tive representative from each of the four campuses. 

The committee received and considered input from a num- 
ber of constituencies throughout the university, including stu- 
dents, faculty, and administration. 

The committee agreed to pursue active consideration of 
three proposals, that would effect all four of the Univeristy of 
Nebraska campuses. 

The first was a proposal for the establishment of a fall 
break. This break would give students a break before their 
final exams in the fall semester. 

The second proposal was to advance spring break. The 
proposal recommends advancing spring break so it is held 
after nine full weeks of classes, rather than the current ten 
full weeks. 

Finally, a proposal was suggested to not hold classes in

The fifth and sixth. guidelines the state must 
follow are similar. These two provisions require 
the state of Nebraska to display the DNA analy- 
sis as more positive than prejudicial. These two 
conditions uphold the defendant’s constitutional 
rights. When evidence, such as DNA, is intro- 
duced into the case, the provision is that this evi- 
dence in no way can be prejudicial against the 
defendant. 

However, the line between being prejudicial 
towards a defendant and linking that particular 
person to the crime is thin. 

The evidence displayed must also be statisti- 
cally probable, Evidence brought forth to the court 
must be probable, and plausible as well. 

The prosecution must link the defendant to the 
crime. In this case, the prosecution will try to link 
Champ to the rape of Hess, 

The Fry hearing will be held on Jan. 15, 1998, 
at 9 a.m. in Court Room 11 of the Douglas County 
Courthouse, This hearing is open to the public. 

After the Fry hearing is held, the trial of the 
state of Nebraska versus Vinson Horace Champ 
is scheduled to begin on Feb. 17, 1998. Accord- 
ing to Bailiff Dimari, the trial is expected to last 
about a week to 10 days,

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Nebraskan's Denied Right to Choose Alternative Health Care

It’s everywhere: Nightline, The Today 
Show, The New York Times, Journal of Ameri- 
can Medicine and The Omaha World Herald. 
The public interest in complimentary alter- 
native medicine is growing every day and it’s 
reflected in the increasing media coverage. 
But is access to alternative medicine in 
Omaha as readily available as national press 
coverage would indicate? 

Not according to Randall Bradley, the only 
doctor of naturopathic medicine in Omaha. 

“It’s a disgrace,” Bradley said of the lack 
of alternative practitioners. 

Naturopathy, the form of medicine prac- 
ticed by Bradley, addresses the patient holis- 
tically. It seeks to identify and treat the un- 
derlying cause of a disease, not the symptoms. 
According to the Code of Ethics of the Ameri- 
can Naturopathic Medical Association, 
naturopaths “practice the healing power of 
nature,” often utilizing methods such as ho- 
meopathy or herbs, both of which the media 
have been covering recently. 

Naturopaths aren’t alone in their scarcity, 
according to Bradley, ‘the same would go for 
any other type of alternative practitioner.” 

A quick walk through the yellow pages 
confirms the lack of qualified practitioners 
of not only naturopathy, but most other forms 
of alternative medicine, such as homeopaths, 
acupuncturists and Chinese medicine. “ 

Some of the issues that keep Bradley from 
the full practice of his profession are shared 
by other alternative forms of medicine. 

Ina state which licenses naturopathic phy- 
sicians, Bradley, a graduate of the National 
College of Naturopathic Medicine in Port- 
land, Ore. would be able to diagnose and func- 
tion as a primary health care practitioner. 

Like their medical counterparts in allo- 


pathic medicine, naturopaths are schooled for 
years before qualifying to practice their form 
of medicine. Graduates of the college Brad- 
ley attended have not only completed an un- 
dergraduate degree before entering the col- 
lege, but spend four to six additional years 
completing work in nutrition, herbs, oriental 
and homeopathic medicine, behavioral and 
physical medicine as well as minor surgery. 
They also complete residencies. 
Unfortunately, when Bradley returned to 
his native Omaha to practice naturopathic 


“I know other people who are from here,” 
said Bradley of other Nebraskans who stud- 
ied naturopathy, ‘‘and didn’t come back. They 
won't come back. I’ve begged them. They 
want to live somewhere where there are 
people...more receptive to what they do.” 

Despite a Nebraska legislative study in 
1995 that found no prejudice against alterna- 
tive practitioners, Bradley says the atmo- 
sphere in Nebraska is.less than welcoming. 

“Because of the conservative nature of the 
community here you’ ve got a real problem,”

medicine in 1984, he wasn’t able to give his 
community the full benefit of his years of 
schooling. Neither the established allopathic 
medical community nor the legal community 
in Nebraska would recognize his status as a 
doctor. 

Bradley is careful to abide by state laws. 
By exclusion, he is forbidden to diagnose his 
patients. Those who come to see him have 
already received a diagnosis by an allopathic 
doctor but, for many different reasons, choose 
to work with Bradley in their ongoing care 
and treatment. 

Bradley believes the Nebraska community 
would be better served by a choice of medi- 
cal treatment (being addressed at the federal 
level by the Access to Medical Act.) That’s 
not likely to happen until Nebraska passes a 
law to regulate his profession. 


said Bradley, “Laws tend to be more restric- 
tively interpreted here.” Bradley explained 
that conventional allopathic medical commu- 
nity has control over what types of medical 
care are available. This has prevented many 
naturopaths from coming home to Nebraska. 

“People who want to be trained to do this 
(study alternative forms of medicine),” ex- 
plained Bradley, “have to leave (the state to 
be trained.) Then they have to decide to come 
back. What’s to bring them back? 

The belief that Nebraska, and Omaha, is a 
good place to raise a family doesn’t ring true 
for alternative practitioners like Bradley. 
Without licensure, they aren’t able to prac- 
tice their profession fully. That uncertainty 
doesn’t convince young doctors, just starting 
out, with a favorable picture of Nebraska.

Combined with what some see as a lack of 
stimulating natural resources, said Bradley, 
and you’ ve got a problem in attracting those 
who would give Nebraska a needed medical 
diversity. 

“Here, you have to have regulation...before 
people will come. And part of that issue is 
that people won’t come here unless they have 
a compelling reason. If there’s regulation here, 
people graduating from school will say this 
is a great place to go and raise a family. The 
people who would move here aren’t going to 
until there’s a law.” 

Although the increased media coverage is 
welcome to practitioners like Bradley, who 
actively seek to raise public awareness of al- 
ternative medicine, it poses another worry for 
him. The public’s growing interest, combined 
with a lack of regulation in the state (and 
hence, the lack of qualified practitioners,) may 
create a growth in mail order “experts”. Many 
of these at-home courses confer degrees that, 
according to Bradley, hardly qualify people 
to practice health care. There is no compari- 
son between a correspondence course and a 
naturopathic doctorate, which requires years 
of schooling and hands-on residency. Brad- 
ley is concerned that people will turn to these 
“mail-order doctors” when they can’t find a 
qualified and licensed practitioner. 

Bradley looks forward to regulation in 
Nebraska, which would confer, in the public’s 
eye, a legitimacy upon his profession. It 
would also afford protection for the public 
from what he sees as charlatans. Until then, 
he stands as one of the few alternative practi- 
tioners in the state. But if Bradley, who is 
planning on introducing a bill to the Nebraska 
legislature soon, has his way, he won’t be 
alone for long. ;

Some rock’n’ roll giants never seem to die.

A charming family.story, a casual atmo- 
sphere and good food add up to an enjoyable 
experience.

What made the original “Alien” 
and it’s two sequels above average 
sci-fi fare was that the conventions 
stayed the same. The original alien 
creature was a goo spewing mon- 
ster with two sets of mouths and 
acid for blood. Sigorney Weaver as 
Ripley (the reincarnated one) al- 
ways had that same undying will to 
survive. This is where “Alien Res- 
urrection” veers off. 

We're expected to buy that not 
only was a blood sample conve- 
niently taken from Ripley before 
she did her swan dive into a vat of 
molten steel in the last “Alien” but 
that her DNA has been replicated 
by scientists 200 hundred years in 
the future to extract the alien that 
was living inside her she thought

soap opera kind of way. 

“Alien Resurrection” is really no 
different than any of the other 
“Alien” movies — the bad guys are 
still a sinister band of capitalists try- 
ing to brecd the aliens for military 
use (when will they learn) that 
Ripley must stop. Again. 


Sure there’s the great special ef-’ 


fects — the alien, who surprisingly 
has yet to be named, never giving 
them enough personality, is an ex- 
cellent modern nightmare alien — 
and dark, eerie corridors and cav- 
erns with scary music boding none 
to well for the humans on board the 
derelict ship. 

What's missing is that fear, that

feminist hero —- tough but likable.

Wallflowers Leader Makes Career for - 
Himself Without Trading On Dylan Name

ALLENTOWN, Pa. — Jakob Dylan has a 
slightly bemused, slightly exasperated look 
on his face. He and his band the Wallflowers 
have finished another sound check in another 
echoey gym, and now he’s secluded in the 
Muhlenberg College athletic director’s office, 
trying to explain his uneasy adjustment to the 
life of a rock star. Just as he’s talking about 
music as a craft rather than the path to fame, 
a chorus of ardent female voices starts to ser- 
enade him through the window. They sing his 
songs back to him, almost mocking his ear- 
nestness — not just the hits, but also the al- 
bum tracks and cuts from the band’s relatively 
obscure 1992 debut. Dylan slides lower in 
his chair. If he’s trying to hide, his wool cap, 
leather jacket and work boots are a woefully 
insufficient disguise. “How do they even 
know it’s me?” he wonders, asking a visitor 
to peer through the tightly shut venetian 
blinds. Then, he’s apologetic: “My interviews 
are usually done in more seclusion.” Finally, 
as the singing persists, he cracks a smile: “It’s 
kind of sweet,” he admits. Dylan knows he 
has crossed the line: It’s impossible to avoid 
this kind of attention anymore. He has made 
his peace with it. “Hey, look, I grew up know- 
ing exactly what fame was,” says the son of 
Bob Dylan, implying that it might have been 
easier for him to choose a different line of 
work, “I started because I was driven to play 
music. We all know there are a lot of people 
who are driven to be stars. Their craft is star- 
dom. That’s not my craft. But if you get suc- 
cessful,” he says, gesturing out the window, 
“these things come with it. If you pretend you 
didn’t know that, you’ re lying.’ The first thing 
you learn about Jakob Dylan, the singer and

composer who has emerged as one of the most 
promising rock stars of the decade, is this: 
He views music as a job. It’s not a dreary job, 
by any means, but one that comes with re- 
sponsibilities. Having grown up in close prox- 
imity to one of the music world’s iconic fig- 
ures, he knows that his work is not yet the

genius some have proclaimed. When he says 
he wants to spend all his time writing and 
playing, it’s because he wants to get better. 
He intends to grow into the job. Indeed, Dylan 
has taken his time with everything. He 
avoided interviews in the beginning. He didn’t 
do “Hard Copy.” He let the music speak for 
him. As word spread from alternative-rock 
radio to more classic-leaning outlets, from 
MTV and VH-1 to the network talk shows, 
Dylan, 27, moved into the spotlight with ex- 
traordinary focus and determination. In the 
process, the youngest of the five Dylan chil- 
dren managed something nearly impossible 
in this celebrity age: He built a thriving ca- 
reer without exploiting the family name. Not 
that he ignored the old man: His father’s con- 
stant touring and experimentation are the 
model for Jakob Dylan’s own work ethic. The 
Wallflowers have been on the road practically 
nonstop for 18 months, since before the June 


Now, the group is headlining at colleges and 
mid-sized venues. The younger Dylan’s phi- 
losophy: In the long campaign to build a fol- 
lowing, every night matters. “You've got to 
play for anybody. A lot of people in my posi- 
tion are particular about who they play with, 
who they’re seen with. I don’t think that rep- 
resents anything about you. I want to play for 
as many people as possible. When you open 
for a larger group, you get exposed to differ- 
ent people.” Touring has also given the Wall- 
flowers time to grow musically. “We've been 
playing a lot, and the band is in a really com- 
fortable place,” says Dylan, noting that the 
band had major personnel changes while re- 
cording “Horse.” The proof is right up on 
stage. Twenty-four hours after the Allentown 
gig, Dylan and his four-piece rhythm section 
are in front of another devoted crowd at 
Drexel University’s cavernous phys-ed com- 
plex, kicking up a rock ‘n’ roll storm that 


stretches back to the Band and the earthy nar- 
ratives of early Springsteen. It’s a growling, 
six-cylinders-on-an-open-road sound, a magi- 
cal blend of stomping backbeat, piping B3 
organ, and graceful, eternally weepy guitar. 
To the band, the songs are ancient at this point. 
But through the nightly rituals of work, the 
musicians burhave burrowed deep into them 
to match Dylan’s aching, world-weary deliv- 
ery. They support Dylan as he pours new sad- 
ness into the chorus of his breakout hit “6th 
Avenue Heartache,” and help him make the 
impulse to flee, which saturates the last verse 
of “Three Marlenas,” seem a matter of con- 
siderable urgency. No one is simply going 
through the motions. Dylan, in particular, is 
out there chasing something, striving for a 
moment of illumination, seeing just how com- 
pelling his songs can be. It’s a nightly 
struggle, Dylan admits, to make the compo- 
sitions he calls “little diaries” come alive. 
“Sometimes (the songs) feel a little stale. 
Other times, you don’t know who even wrote 
the song, because you don’t feel like that any- 
more. But when you get in front of people 
who’ ve never seen you play before and you 
see how excited they can be, you realize it 
means a lot to them. I go to a lot of shows, 
and if I look up and see a guy who’s incred- 
ibly bored, like he wants to shoot himself, I 
feel terrible.

You're on a date, and the two of you run 
into someone he knows, 

“Hi,” he tells his friend. “This is my buddy, 
Sue.” 

Ack! That’s when you know: You are not 
on a date, after all! Buddy?! So what do you 
call the person you’re dating? And how far 
along do you have to be for it to be OK to use 
the B-Word ? 

Maybe you’re not sure what to call the 
person because you don’t know for sure how 
he feels. High school might be years in your 
past, but you still find yourself feeling like a 
teen-ager, anticipating the first time The Per- 
son You’re Dating introduces you, just to see 
what label he’ll use. Sometimes, it matters; 
sometimes, a lot: Barb, a 41-year-old Miami 
social worker, recently had a long meeting 
with her Object of Affection on the subject of 
dating terminology. 

“Some stranger came to his house and said, 
“Are you his wife?” says Barb, who has been 
in her current relationship for seven weeks. 
“And I said, ‘I’m not his wife, but I’m his 
girlfriend.” But after that encounter, she re- 
alized she didn’t know for certain just what 
she was. So, later that night, she says, “I asked 
Michael, ‘Am I your girlfriend? I’m not re- 
ally sure.’ And he said, ‘Yes, you’re my girl- 
friend,’ I asked, ‘Does that mean you’re my 
boyfriend?’ It’s been so long since I’ve been 
in arelationship, and I just felt like a juvenile 
using these labels. But, finally, [had this op- 
portunity, and it felt so exciting.” 

She and her boyfriend also came up with

But his current, ah, flame, whom 
he has dated for a year and a half now, still 
has some reservations. He’d be introducing 
her, and, he says, “I could still see her stumble 
back when I said, ‘This is my girlfriend.’

Science To Politics |

From December | to 10, the 
world’s diplomats are meeting in 
Japan to sign a treaty constricting 
the lifeblood of industrial civiliza- 
tion: fossil fuels. Like other national 
leaders, President Clinton is pro- 
moting the premise that the carbon 
dioxide released by such fuels is 
causing a dangerous global warm- 
ing. This is no longer a hypothesis, 
we are repeatedly told by our poli- 
ticians and journalists, but a fact ac- 
cepted by an international consen- 
sus of scientists. This contention, 
however, is the product not of sci- 
entific judgment but of political 
considerations. The chilling reality 
is that the scientific evidence does 
not support the global warming case 
and there is no scientific consensus 
maintaining that it does.Patrick 
Michaels, for example, professor of 
environmental sciences at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, points to the data 
from the worldwide network of 
weather stations. They show a 0.9 
degree Fahrenheit rise in average 
global temperature since 1880—but 
all of it before 1940. That is, while 
industrial activity has exploded and 
CO2 emissions have almost tripled 
since 1940, no warming has oc- 
curred during that time. Fred Singer, 
another climatologist from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and the former

lite measurements of atmospheric 
temperature reveal no increase over

tory, there is no 
evidence that it 
is man-made. There was a well- 
documented warm period 900 years 
ago—long before the Industrial 
Revolution—when the global tem- 
perature was one to two degrees 
higher than today (incidentally, 
without any apocalyptic conse- 
quences). The renowned computer 
models on which much of the fear- 
mongering is based are fallacious, 
says MIT meteorology professor 
Richard Lindzen.He notes that they 
cannot atcount for cooling factors 
like cloud cover and, had the mod- 
els been applied to the past century, 
would have overstated the rate of 
warming by more than 100

ing. This “consensus” was manufac- 
tured primarily by a small number 
of policy-makers and politically 
ambitious scientists. They were the 
ones who wrote the report’s sum- 
mary, which declares that global 
warming is an uncontested truth.
